WASHINGTON (AP) — An new 
estimate by American authorities 
of Russia’s missile-borrrber prog ­ 
ress g iv es the Red a lower rat­ 
ing them half a y ear ag o. 
An assessment made last spring , 
which indicated substantial leads 
by the Sov iets in sev eral field of 
weapons, has been re-ev aluated, 
responsible sources said today . 
Now the relativ e, ov er-all posi­ 
tion of the United States in ballis­ 
tic missiles appears to hav e im­ 
prov ed. In manned bombers this 
country retains what the analy sts 
consider a clear superiority . 
Sov iet Premier Khrushchev ’s re­ 
cent claim of an intecontinental 
ballistic missible capable of 8,7 00- 
mile rang e does not seem to hav e 
influenced this re-ev aluation. Nor 
are the analy sts ready to accept 
completely reports that Russia is 
fly ing a nuclear powered bomber. 
The United States mav not hav e 
a hi?h-performance nuclear bomb­ 
er fly ing for another fiv e to eig ht 
y ears.

Secretary of State Du lles has told Willy 
B ran dt, the m ay or of West Berlin , he doesn ’t 
n een to worry abou t the fu tu re of the city . 
The W estern Allies, in clu din g chiefly the 
U n ited States, will n ot let an y thin g happen 
to the cn e-tim e capital of G erm an y . They will 
prov e at an y cost that the Sov iet Un ion is 
wron g in threaten in g to pu t all of Berlin at 
th e m ercy of the pu ppet g ov ern m en t of E ast 
G erm an y . 
M ay or B ran dt will be able to tak e this 
assu ran ce abou t the fu tu re of Berlin an d his 
official position m ore literally than some of 
- the rest erf u s. He has ev ery thin g to g ain 
an d n othin g to lose by the determ in ation of 
the 
W estern 
Allies, 
in clu din g 
chiefly 
the 
Un ited States. 
The rest of u s also hav e som ethin g to lose. 
Before an d after World War II en ded in E u ­ 
rope, Berlin an d the rest of G erm an y had 
n othin g to look forw ard to bu t a lifetim e of 
sippin g the bitter g all of defeat. They had n o 
reason to believ e their con qu erors 
wou ld 
tre a t them an y better than they hav e been 
treated by the R u ssian s in E ast G erm an y . 
They did n ot foresee the dev elopm en t that 


wou ld cau se the W estern Allies to pu t m ore 


em phasis on em barrassin g Ru ssian s at the 


Berlin poin t of com parison than in pu n ish­ 


in g G erm an s. 


They did n ot foresee that the ex pedien cies 
of in tern ation al power politics wou ld m ak e 
their con qu erors try to restore their stren g th 
an d their n ation al pride after a w ar whose 
stated objectiv e was to destroy G erm an y 
u tterly as a sou rce of fu rther ag g ression . 
The m ost they dared to hope for when World 
W ar II en ded was what they hav e been g et­ 
tin g from Ru ssia. 


Yet by the en d of 195 8 they are bein g told 
that it has become so im portan t to the Allies 
to oppose Ru ssia on all thin g s at all poin ts 
th at they n eed hav e n o fear of bein g g iv en the 
Ru ssian bran d of treatm en t. On the assu m p­ 
tion there m u st be m an y G erm an s chu cklin g 
abou t a tu rn of ev en ts that has m ade both 
them an d the Japan ese the allies of their 
con qu erors, they seem certain to hav e a 
m errier C hristm as than they dared to dream 
of w her they lost World War II. 
To the de­ 
feated belon g the spoils of W’orld War II. 


When E xperts Weigh the E vidence 


From n ow u n til y ear-en d an d for some few 
weeks after, the ex perts will be deep in cal­ 
cu lation s of the past, presen t an d fu tu re— 
bu sin ess-wise.

ANGLNA is a symptom resulting 
from a narrowing of the coronary 
arteries supplying the heart. Pain 
usually does not develop when the 
person is resting or exercising on­ 
ly slightly. It comes on when the 
heart muscle is work ing harder and 
needs greater quantities of blood. 
Thus someone who has angina 
pectoris has to learn how much 
exertion he or she can tak e with­ 
out producing pain. 
It was often thought that a per­ 
son 
with angina pectoris could 
not live long and could not avoid 
severe suffering. Both of these be­ 
liefs have proved too pessimistic.

AMONG THOSE with whom the 
President has talked in off-the rec­ 
ord sessions is Postmaster General 
Arthur Summerfield — certainly 
one of the Republican party’s most 
influential strategists. 
The postmaster, traditionally the 
tactical general of the party in 
power,

stamp of approval on a series of 
laws which would take labor out 
of politics — and out of a lot of 
other activities too. 
In one of their most recent talks, 
it was learned, the postmaster in­ 
dicated that he would become a 
political lightning rod and draw 
labor’s fire with public proposals 
that some tough laws be passed. 
The President’s reply is unavail­ 
able. But the postmaster general 
made such a speech. 
This he unleashed recently be­ 
fore 3,000 delighted delegates to 
the National Assn. of Manufactur­ 
ers’ annual industrial congress. The 
NAM now is helping distribute 
“hundreds of thousands” of copies 
of the talk. And this is a speech 
with a built-in sledge hammer, for 
Mr. Summerfield says in part: 
*‘I feel . . . deeply about the po­ 
litical onrush of the organized part 
of American labor, gathered up in 
phalanx, its millions of dollars and 
thousands of trained political ma­ 
nipulators drawn up in battle for­ 
mation to seize control over our 
governmental processes. . . .
